started.out with the boast that one south- 
erner could thrash live northern men. 
professed to be frightened out of all pro- 
priety at the. sight of half a northern sol- 
dier to a county.

It had its 


purpose and they liurpeil on that strain 
of "bayonet, mie," until we withdraw 
what favr soldiers we had there. Next to 
the bullet was the ballot. They knew 
its power when allowed its free functions. 
They said it belonged to the State to 
prescribe, the qualifications not only for 
State elections but national elections as 
well, and make all needful rules and 
regulations for holding them, and Con- 
gress must not interfere even when its 
own members are being elected. What 
was the next epithet? "Troops at the 
polls." Yet in 187G, as early as 6 o'clock 
in the morning 200 mounted red shifters 
armed wtth sabers and navy sixes, rode 
up to the polling places at Edgefleld, S. 
C., oacked up their horsss and f irmed a 
hoiiow square, while HO!) men entitled to 
vote stood on the opposite side of the 
street until after ten o'clock. Soi-thcrn 
Republicans! There tboy stood with Ke- 
publiean baltots in their hands, asking to 
be allowed the plain right of every citi- 
zen, that right which has cost 30i),0;>0 
precious lives and hundreds of thousands 
of treasure. Some of them as the report 
shows, marched right up between the 
horsed, and were struck over the head 
with revolvers und sabers, and some of 
them got under the horses.

they are not brave as whit:? men would 
be and that we should send northern 
speakers there to "instruct" them. They 
need protection, not 
instruction!

other words that States should absolutely 
control i'le election of members of Con- 
gress!

I. thank my God, that in their 


presence, since I have served on these 
committees, epithet or no epithet, I have 
never shrank from denouncing these 
atrocious wrongs, and Heaven being my 
helper, I never will. [Loud cheers.]

I will not go over tho details of that 


fight between Andy Johnson and a Re- 
publican congress. You remember how 
he tried to gather all the power into his 
own hands. He said, I will prescribe the 
qualification of electors, I will appoint 
local ollicers and tribunals, &c. Mr. Lin- 
coln had declared these states were out of 
their practical relations with the Union 
and its required legislation. 
Congress 


said we, not tue President, must legis- 
late; and they passed the Reconstruction 
Acts, and Johnson vetoed thorn, and 
they were passed over his veto. Congress 
declared his state government illegal, and 
took away from him all power to inter- 
fere with the live district commanders. 
Sheridan was stationed in the I''ifth Dis- 
trict, embracing .Louisiana and Texas. 
With his power as Commander-iu-Cliief 
oC the army, Johnson could remove what 
general he pleased, He applied to his 
attorney (-ieneral Stanberry to give au 
opinion that these laws were unconsti- 
tutional, and as it was done in his own 
workshop, he got what he desired in 
about fifteen or twenty pages. 


This brings matters up to August, 1807. 


Hancock succeeded Sherman at New Or- 
leans in November of that year. I now 
invite your special attention to tho ex- 
tracts which I wish to present. They are 
necessarily very brief, but will l>o suffi- 
cient to give the real animus 'of Order 
No. 40, anil the caliber and character of 
General Hancock as a statesman.

" Let. me ask you to consider the effect 


it would have upon the public. Sheridan 
is universally and deservedly beloved by 
the people who sustain the government 
through its trials, and feared by those 
who would still be the enemies of tho 
government. Tt fell to the lot of but few 
men to do so much against an armed 
enemy as General Sheridan did during 
the rebellion."

Then Johnson had the impudence to 


write to General Grant, asking him to give 
reasons why Sheridan [should not be ro- 
move.l; and Grant replied, August 17th, 
saying:

sacrificed hundreds of thousands of lives 
and thousands of millions of treasure, 
that this order bo not insisted upon. This 
is a republic where the will of the people 
is the law of the. land. 
I beg that their

General Sheridan has 


performed his civil duties faithfully and 
intelligently. 
His removal would em- 


bolden those who did all they could to 
break up the government.

mis order was issued upon the ground in 
New Orleans yet moist with the blond of 
two hundred men slaughtered in the 
presence, and by the 
conlrivanees, of 


these civil authories, while the tribunals 
which lie (Hancock) pledges himself to 
support, has never brought one of these 
murderers to justice!"

hitch, "that ain't no ship; that's a 
brig. Don't you know tlie dillbrcnce 
atween a ship and a brig? Why, bless 
you, a ship—but I can't talk too much; 
my throat troubles me. This here dry 
air parches it up, like, and I—" 


There are so many establishments in 


the neighborhood for tho moistening of 
parched throats that this difficulty is 
soon, remedied, and the sailor invites 
us to take a seat on tho bottom of an 
upturned yawl, where we will be shel- 
tered from the wind, while lie explains 
the mystery of brigs and barks. 
" It's a shame," says he, "that you 


landsmen don't know more about ships. 
Now, we sailors know a church from a 
hotel—most of us—and why shouldn't 
you know more about our houses? Til 
tell you. That there wessel there's a 
ship, an' I'll tell you why: buciiuso she 
has thrco masta and square sails. 
That's what makes her a ship. If sho 
w»a only as big as (,his here yawl, and 
that's not very big, find had three masts 
and square sails, she'd still be ship- 
rigged. The first rnast, up by the bow- 
sprit, is tho fore-mast, the middle one 
is the main-mast, and the last is the 
inizzeu-raast. Each of these hnpp ma.stB 
i» subdivided, as the school-masters 
say, into three parts: the lower mast, 
the top-mast, and the to'-gallant mast. 
Now you know more about navigation 
than old Captain Skittle did, when he 
run the Throe Sisters on a rock. 


"Do you see this wessel just behind 


us? She's a bark, and that's one of the 
iirstest things for you to learn, if you're 
going to bo a sailor, how to tell a bark 
from a ship; 'cause if you was on watch, 
and you reported a ship on the lee bow, 
and she turned out to be a bark, the 
Cap'cn would give you salt in your grog 
for a fortnight. A bark has tTiree 
masts like a ship, but the mizzen-mast 
is schooner rigged, instead of having 
square sails. 
A brig has only two 


masts, both square 
rigged, and a 


brigautine is the same as a brig, only 
square rigged in front and schooner 
rigged behind, as n landsman would say. 
Now you know it all, and can take a ship 
across the ocean without a compass." 


The lesson in navigation finished, the 


sailor's throat was in such a parched 
condition that it took three inward ap- 
plications of rum, well seasoned with 
molasses, to get it in working order 
again. 
Then he explained how a pilot- 


boat might always be distinguished by 
tho big number painted on its sixil; and 
a ferry-boat by its pilot-house at eacli 
end.—A1. Y. Times.
